STORMING OF STONY POINT, 


Success Was Won at the Point of the 
Bayonet, Was One of the Most Des- 
perate Incidents of Any War. 


One of the most marvelous achleve 
Ments credited fo American bravery 
and strategy was tbat of the capture 
of Stony Point by Mad Anthony 
Wayne, who was one of the most pie 
turesque Ugnres of the American revo- 
Jution. When he was superseded in 
command of the Pennsylvania Hne, 
even affler bis brilliant suecess at Mon- 
mouth on June 28, 1778, a less ambitl- 
ous and patriotic man would have re- 
signed bis coinmission, 

It seemed the irony of fate that the 
setback jn bis career sbould follow so 
eluosely the official encomiums for his 
work at Monmonth, bnt that very set- 
back gave hind Stony Point—the grent- 
est opportunity of bis tife—and be 
Made good. 

There were two Smpopant factors, 
discipline and valor, that entered into 
this remarkable achievement, the cap- 
ture of a fortress on the Hudson beld 
by the British and considered almost 
impregnable. Stony Voint was an is- 
land and the fortress was bulit on a 
rock which was precipitous and rough. 
Jt was guarded by tbree redoubts and 
protected by a dunble abatis of logs 
that extended across tbe peninsula.

General Wayne's wound drove his

position. Colonel! lienry, a French 
officer In the American service, at the 


soldiers poured into the fort grasped 
the British flag and lowered it. ‘The 
victory was complete. ‘The British 
lost 53 killed nud 543 taken prisoners, 

whom 70 were wounded. The 
Americans lost 15 killed and had &3 
wounded. It was one of the .most 
daring and desperate incidents of any 
war. 

From every point of view the storming 
of Stony Polnt was a remarkable feat 
of arms, but back of the success of 
that night was a story of preparedness, 
tbe cause which has always been over- 
shadowed by the brilliancy of the re- 
sult. General Wayne had trained his 
men, stimulated their pride, enforced 
rigid discipline, bad them at the point 
of attack at the right moment and 
then with inspiring valor led them. 

The victory at Stony Point naturally 
aroused a tremendous enthusiasm, and 
it came at the right time. Tbe coun- 
try was depressed if not quite discour- 
aged; and Stony Point was liken tonle, 
It gave the people more strength, more 
courage and at a time when they sad- 
ly needed it. Not only did General 
Wayne receive official recognition, but 
be was in receipt-of hundreds of con- 
Gratolatory letters expressing popular 
end proféessivval opinion. — Chicago 
News.

To Canada belongs the honor of 
having constructed and navigated the 
first vessel to cross the cha rea 
piiied wholly by steam power. That 

rst of steamships waa the Royal Wil- 
liam, and its first trip across the At- 
lantic was made in 1833—twenty-four 
years after the St. Lawrence River 
was first navigated by steamboat, and 
three years before the earliest of Can- 


-|adian railways was opened between 


Laprairie and St. Johns. 

he Royal William was built by a 
joint stock company, and in the list 
of owners appear the names of the 
three brothers, Joseph, Henry and 
Samuel Cunard, of Halifax, N.8, 
founders of the famous Cunard Line. 
The Royal William was built at Que- 
beo during the years 1830 to 1831, 
and the work was carried on in the 
heck of Campbell and Black, ship- 
uilders. + oe. ” 

A native of Quebeo designed the 
ship and superintended its construc: 
tion. He was Mr. James Goudie, born 
in Quebec in 1809, and who died in 
1892. 

In the spring of 1831, the ship was 
launched with much ceremony. The 
dimensions were: ego es 176 feet; 
hold, 17 feet, nine inches; breadth 
outside, 44 feet; breadth between pad- 
dle-boxes, 23 feet. The ship was fitted 


-| with three masts, schooner rigged; 


and the builders’ méasurement was 
1,870 tons, with accommodation’ for 
sixty passengers. _ 

The launching having been success- 
fully carried out, the vessel was tow- 
ed to Montreal, where her machinery 
was put in and she was fitted out for 
sea. Her first voyage was from Mont- 
teal to Halifax, and for a time there- 
after the ship traded between Mont- 
real, Quebec and Boston. 

Then came the voyage that gave the 
Royal William a permanent place in 
history — the voyage across the At- 
lantic. On August 5, 1838, the ship 
left Quebec for London, calling at Pic- 
tou, N. 8., for coal, and to have 
machinery overhauled. She started 
again from Pictou on August 18 with 
seven passengers, 254 chaldrons of 
coal and a light cargo. 

Off the banks of Newfoundland the 
Royal William encountered a severe 
gale which disabled one of the ves- 
sel’s engines. However, the voyage 
was completed, the Royal William 
reaching London twenty-five days af- 
ter leaving Pictou. \ 

The subsequent career of the Royal 
William was out of the commonplace.

Royal William .was chartered by the 
Government of Portugal, and in the 
following year it was sold to Spain, 
and was converted into a war. vessel, 
being given the name, Isabel Sigunda, 
and was employed against the forces 
of Don Carlos, pretender to the Span- 
ish throne. 

In a paper read before the Cana- 
dian_ Institute, Toronto, in December, 


1892, Sir Sandford Fleming asserted 


that ‘‘to his mind it is incontestably 


established that the memorable voyage 
of the Royal William in 1833 must be 
held to be the first passage across the 
Atlantic under steam. She undoubted- 
ly proved to be the pioneer of Atlan- 


tic steamships.” 


During the meeting of the Inter- 
colonial Conference in Ottawa, in 
June, 1894, a brass tablet was affixed 
to the wall of the corridor leading 
to the library of Parliament, the tab- 
let being to the honor of the men 
who built and navigated the Royal 
William. The brass plate was the gift 
of the Royal Society, and the presen- 
tation was made by the secretary, 
the late Sir John Bourinot, clerk of
